This lot was withdrawn for reasons that | have yet to 
determine. In the lot description, you are quoted as having verified the 
genuiness of this specimen. | have attached an image from the page in the 
article | am working on where this specimen is discussed. The obverse looks 
right to me but the reverse looks wrong. Please examine my attached images.
